ernment announced 
yesterday 
by 


Premier Asquith. 
Most of the call- 


ers at the consulate were either over 
or under the internment age. 
Many 


were women with their children. 


These persons explained that for 


years their homes had been in this 
country and that their deportation to 
Germany or Austria would 
be re- 


garded by them a/ a greater calami- 
ty than internment here. 


The 
American 
consul 
general, 


Robert P. Skinner, took their state- 
ments but was unable to promise any 
action in their behalf further than 
the transmission of their requests to 
the proper authorities.

Inquirers at the Am- 
erican line were told that the steamship Philadelphia, which sailed 
under the American flag on May 8, probably would arrive in Liver- 
pool tomorrow afternoon.

ance exchange, promoted by a Cin- 
cinnati attorney. 


The opinion held that Ohio cor- 


porations subscribing to such insur- 
ance are exceeding 
the 
authority 


given them by their charters. 
Any 


person, firm or corporation entering 
Into that business can be made to 
pay tho state a tax of 5 per cent on 
each policy, the attorney-general de- 
clared. 


Superintendent Taggart explained 


that many insurance associations of 
this kind 
are 
promoted 
by 
un- 


scrupulous agents as private money- 
making enterprises, and that In case 
of 
large 
losses, 
individual "suits 


against all participants in ihe insur- 
ance association would be practic il- 
ly impossible. 
Promoters of 
such 


companies arc 
actually

agents and may be prosecuted for 
violation of state insurance laws, 
ihe opinion also held.

DEMANDS RIGHT OP NEUTRALS TO TRAVEL 


OVER THE SEAS SHALL BE RESPECTED

London, May 14 —Referring to the note of President Wilson to 


the government ol Germany, the Westminster Gazette says: 


"The central fact is that in the name of humanity and inter- 


national law, the United States demands a gu.nanlee that the right of 
neutrals to travel over any portion of the seas in neutral or belliger- 
ent vessels, shall be respected. This is of piofound importance not 
only for the present war but for the future ponco and security of tno 
world and by despatching this note the greater of the neutral powers 
definitely takes a stand on maintaining the limits hitherto set down 
for warfare at sea. 


"President Wilson is acting for the honoi and the safety of tho 


American people and all of us who have the bias of belligerents will 
be well to spare him advice or comment in dealing with the sltu-tion 
which may arise out of the des >atch of this note. 


"It is more than our cause which is at stako and that than our 


interests that have to be considered. We will merely take note of the 
fart that one of the greatest issues of the vv.ir is sh.irply defined in 
this note and that the answer, whatever it may be, must make clear 
to the whole world whether or not Germany definitely abjures legal 
sanction to the limitations of that which hitherto has been unchal- 
lengeable between nations."

Settling ot the coal strike has failed 
to settle the trouble between the ma- 
chine operators and loaders and it 
is feared there will be trouble on 
this account in the future.

has long been a difference between 
the two over the prices paid.

loaders claim the money paid is not 
equalized, the machine men receiv- 
ing too much.

Denies Pait of Testimony Offered 


on Witness-Stand, by Colonel 


Theodore Hoosevelt. 


Syracuse, N. Y., May 14.—William 


Barnes concluded his direct testi- 
mony in the supreme court, here 
today by defending his organization 
policies, denying parts of the testi- 
mony of Theodore 
Roosevelt 
and 


Loyal W. France, and contradicting 
William Loeb. He declared that the 
colonel reproached 
him 
when, in 


1010, he did not vote for the for- 
mer president as temporary chair- 
man of the state convention 
He 


answered many questions designed, 
his counsel said, to show the "dom- 
inance of the defendant" in the Re 
publican party. 


Mr. Barnes denied that he had 


tried to influence the votes of leg- 
islators at the time of the senatorial 
deadlock in 1911, and he swore he 
had never talked to Charles F. Mur- 
phy of Tammany Hall but once in 
his life.

Washington, May 14.—The government and people 


of the United States today turned expectantly toward 
Berlin, where Ambassador Gerard had been instructed 
to present to the German foreign office a note calling 
the attention of the Imperial government to the "un- 
lawful and inhumane" destruction 011 the high seas. 


Germany is asked in the note to disavow the acts of 


her submarine commanders in the torpedoing without 
warning of the Lusitania, a British ship, with a loss of 
more than 100 American lives, and the American tank 
steamer Gulflight, "as a result of which two or more 
American citizens met their death." Reparation "so far 
as reparation is possible," is asked and the United 
States declares it "confidently expects that the Imperial 
German government will take immediate steps to pre- 
vent ihe recurrence," of such acts and practices. 


No time isTspecified-fortrreply, but the coimnu 


tion says, "The government and people of the United 
States look to the Imperial German government for 
just, prompt and enlightened action in this vital mat- 
ter." 
The course to be pursued by the 


United States in the event of a non- 
compliance with its requests and ex- 
pectations is not stated, but high of- 
ficials pointed out that the conclu- 
sion of the note was intended to im- 
press upon 
Germany 
that 
there 


should be no 
misapprehension in 


Berlin of the firm purpose of the 
United States to safeguard its rights 
by any means necessary. 
This is ex- 


pressed in the final sentence, which 
says: 


"The imperial German government 


will not expect the government ot 
the United States to omit any word 
or any act necessary to the perform- 
ance of its sacred duty of maintain- 
ing the rights of the United States 
and its citizens and of safeguarding 
:heir free exercise and enjoyment." 


It was just a week ago today that 


he Lusitania was struck by a Ger- 
man torpedo and sunk with the los=> 
ot many neutral lives 
besides 
the 


scores of Americans. 
The United 


States government is the first to act. 
The other neutral nations, most of 
whom have been waiting for the pol- 
cy of the United States to be revealed, 
are now expected to decide what rep- 
•csentatlons they will make. 


As the note was read today by dip- 
omatists and officials generally, one 
feature that attracted wide comment 
was the stand taken by he United 
States against the use of the submar- 
ne as a commerce destroyer, the at 
.ention of the 
German 
government 


being called to "the practical impos- 
>ossibility" of employing these 
un- 


dersea craft to destroy merchantmen 
'without disregarding those rules ot 
fairness, reason, justice and humanity 
which all modern opinion regards as 
mperative " 


This was taken by naval 
officers 


versed in international law and diplo- 
matists to mean that not only during 
the present war, but in future inter- 
national conferences to amend 
the 


rules of maritime warfare, the Auer-

Another feature of the note which

xpressions of regret and offers of

10 loss of life results," they cannot 
ustify or "excuse a practice, the nat- 
iral and necessary effect of which is 
o subject neutral nations and neutral 
icrsons to new and immeasurable 
isKs " 
In another portion emphasis is laid 


>n the inability of submarines to ex- 
rcise the right of visit and search 
t sea because of practical difficulties 
making it Impossible for them to 
nake a prUe of merchantmen since a 


pri?e crew could not be put aboard 
or if taken as a prixe the ship could 
not be sunk without leaving the neu- 
tral vessel's crew "to the mercy of 
the sea in her small boats." 


It was this feature—the application 


of the rules of naval prize law to the 
cases of neutral vessels carrying con- 
traband encountered by submarines— 
which attracted attention when 
the 


German circular note to neutrals was 
first examined. The argument made 
in the American note or today is de- 
signed to point out the Inadmisstbil- 
ily of what had been regarded 
in 


some quarters as concessions by Ger- 
many in the treatment of neutral 
merchantmen. 


The citation in the note of "the ex- 


plicit stipulations of the treaty 6f 
1825 between the United States and 
Prussia," was regarded as 
important 


from a legal point of view. 


Under that treaty American ships 


are given the right to unrestricted 
ireedom of the seas in times of war 
and even if carrying contraband, in- 
cluding munitions of war, the ships 
or cargoes can not be confiscated but 
may be detained and the cargo "re- 
quistioned" in which event all contra- 
band or non-contraband taken most 
be paid for irrespective of its destin- 
ation. 


White House officials adopted the 


policy of silence. They felt that any 
discussion at this time 
would 
be 


useless and inopportune inasmuch as 
the question is now before the Ber- 
lin government. 


The cabinet met today in a regular 


session but no further action 
waa 


contemplated, pending the receipt of 
Germany's reply. The president took 
a short automobile ride before the 
cabinet meeting and will leave late 
tonight on the yacht Mayflower for 
Xew York to review 
the 
Atlantic 
fleet there next week. 


During the trip, which will last 


nearly a week, the president will be 
kept in touch with every develop- 
ment of the situation but only im- 
portant matters will be placed be-

Notice concerning the 
adoption of a standard color 
for 


crossing gates has been issued to the 
forces throughout the territory serv- 
d by this railroad in connection with 
its campaign conducted systematical- 
ly for some time past of employ- 
ing watchmen in uniforms to patrol 
many busy highway crossings 
and 


posting warning signs to protect the 
public. That nothing should be left 
undone in this direction, track walk- 
ers, laborers and 
other 
employes 


have been drilled in urging upon the 
public utmost caution in using high- 
way crossings and requesting pedes- 
trians to refrain from using the right 
of way as a thoroughfare. 


The Baltimore and Ohio has signi-

SUIT BROUGHT 


TO COLLECT TAX 


In a decision rendered by Common 


Pleas 
Judge 
T. B. Fulton 
this 


morning, the court held that the tax- 
ation of the mineral rights of John 
S. Graham upon the valuation of 
$92,000, fixed by District Assessor 
W. H. Anderson, was excessive and 
the court ordered that Mr. Graham 
pay taxes on the rights upon a val- 
uation of $11,500. The judgment of 
the court was in the action brought 
by County Treasurer Rutledge to col- 
lect taxes on the property upon the 
.original valuation of $92,000. 


In giving the decision, Judge Ful- 


ton related the history of the case, 
saying that the original assessment 
as reported by Mr. Anderson was 
$92,000. That Mr. Graham appealed 
from the assessor's decision and that 
the state taxing commission, before 
which the appeal was taken, cut the 
amount of the assessment about in 
half fixing the amount at $41,000. 


The plaintiff, the country treasur- 


er, stood on the original appraise- 
ment made by the assessor and in- 
sisted on collecting taxes on $92,000. 
No testimony was offered by the 
plaintiff except 
the 
appraisement 


and the tax duplicate. Witnesses for 
the defendant, Mr. Graham, offered 
testimony placing a value of $11,500 
upon the mineral rights, being cer- 
tain gas wells on Mr. Graham's farm. 
The court ordered taxes paid on a 
valuation of .$11,500.
